thy Communicant. 
That this Sacrament is

« Myfe1). needs no further proof 
than the Confeſſion of the whole 
Chriſtian World, and the many Diſ- 
putes about it, that have ſo long di- 
ſtrated the Peace of Chriſtendom; 
-,., and all that name the 
CR name of Chriſt , derive 
rift this Sacrament from his 
Will and Pleaſure, and unanimoully 
own, that *tis from his Command 
and Practice, that the Obſervation 
of it becomes a Duty, and a Law, 
to all his Followers : His Command 
is Recorded by St. Lake 22. 19. his 
Pra&ice by him and two other of 
the Evangeliſts, Mat. 26. Mark 2 2.22. 
And the ſame Texts have 
Time of, In: ( paſt all Controverkie ) 
Fiturion. wade clear the time of 
its Inſtitution ; which was immedi- 
ately 
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ately after the laſt Paſſover he eat 
with his Diſciples, when the time 
drew nigh that the Son of Man was 
to be delivered into the hands of fin- 
fal Men, to be crucified and ſlain. 
As for the ends and rea- Ends of i 
fon of Inſtituting this ho- joan 
ly Myſtery, our Saviour 
himſelf will be our guide; and his 
Command, Do this in remembrance of 
me, 1s proot enough, that he intend- 
ed-1t to perpetuate the memory of 
bis Death and Suffterings, according 
to St. Paul, 1 Cor. 11. 26. till his 
glorious Advent, or ſecond coming 
to Jadge the World. And that 
this Sacrament was 1n- 

tended by our Saviour Seal Gove- 
2s a Seal of the Covenant Go. - : of 
of Grace, is likewiſeclear 
from ' his own words, which our 
Tranſlations in Mar. 14. and 24. ren- 
der New Teſtament; and in Mat. 26. 
&28.the New Teſtament 1n his Blood, 
which might as properly be rendred 
n New 
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new Covenant, or the new Covenant 
in his Blood, being not only ſo tran- 
{lated in thoſe places by the learned 
Hammond, but the ſame word is {6 
rendred by the ſame Tranſlators in 
Heb. 8. 8. and ſo theſe words of our 
Saviour, that is, the New Teſtament, 
or the new Covenant in my Blood 
will bear this Paraphraſe, 7. e. this is 
that Covenant of Grace and Mercy 
which God hath made with Man- 
kind, and which ſhall ſhortly be con- 
firmed and ſealed unto them by the 
ſhedding of my Blood. 

Laſtly, that this ſacred Myſtery 
does confer upon every worthy 
Communicant, a right to the Benefits 
of our Saviour'sNeath and Suffering, 
1s as little to be queſtioned, as that 
Covenants among Men duly ratified 
and exchanged, do confer on the 
Covenantersa Right to the things c0- 
venanted for.

ven all ſuch whom God has denyed 
a poſltbility of partaking gfthat Sa- 
crament 3 nor ſuch a neceſſity as a- 
riſes from the Nature of the Work 
or Duty 1t ſelf, without reſpeCt to 
the reaſon and end of its Inſtitution, 
or the Will of the Inſtitutor : Bur 
the neceſlity I ſpeak of, is ſach as a- 
riſes from the Will and Pleaſure of 
Almighty God in making it the or- 
dinary means of Salvation. 

Salvation 1s the Gitt of God, and 
twasin his power togrant itunto men 
on what terms he pleaſed : Now he 
having thought fit to inſtitute the Sa- 
crament, and command the uſage of 
It, and in his Word to declare it one 
of the outward means of Salvation ;

Conſequently, 
the external participating @f the 
Lords Supper is ſo neceflary to that 
Salvation of the Chriſtian, - that 
without 1t Salvation 18 not 1n an-ors 
dinary manner to be expected, 
As for thoſe to whom God has de- 
nyed the ordinary means of Salyatts 
on, (his Word and Sacraments) we 
may ſay of them as the Apoſtle does 
in another caſe, what have we to dy 
with them that are without £ Nor will 
their Caſe afford better grounds for 
us to hope for Salvation, in the ſame 
way in which God may poflibly be- 
ſtow it on them, than God's Care of 
Myoſes in the Mount, or of Elias in 
the Famine, to hope for a miract- 
lous preſervation of: 'owr Bodies, 
when there 1s-no neceflity for itz: 0r 
that Ravensſhould feed us when we 
are bleſſed with plenty. Conſe 
quently, all ſach Perſons, as live 
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as does require no manifeſtly fintul 
Terms of Communion, (1it of Age 
and Capacity to receive the Sacra- 
ment) they cannot neglect 1t with- 
out a manifeſt and apparent hazard 
of their Salvation. And this I pre- 
ſume to be no. other Doctrine than 
what :God himſclt has taught us 1n 
the Holy Scripture, the /proof of 
which I ſhall confine to (ſuch Argu- 
ments as may be drawn from thence.

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The Apoſtle here ſpeaks of the $a. 
crament, not only as a Symbol of 
Charity, and a means of uniting the 
Members of Chriſt to one another ; 
but likewiſe as a means of Union 
unto Chriſt - For the Body with 
which we arethere faid to be united, 
and to be one, cannot bennderſtopd 
only of the Church, which 1s ſome- 
times ſtyled the Body of Chriſ; 
and by union, with which we-may 
be ſaid to be nnited nnto Chriſt ; for 
as in the natural Body, the union of 
2a particular Member to the Body, 1s 
the means by which it is united un- 
to the Head : So it is m the Body 
ſpirztual, the union of a particular 
Member to the Church of: Chrifh 
which 1s called his Body, 1s a means 
of uniting particular Members to 
Chriſt himſelf, who is faid to: be the 
Head of the Church.

of. his pure and holy nature : For 
theſe are things ſo direaly oppolite, 
tit to do beth is. mpoſhble 3, ang 
this ſeems the ltreſs of the Apoltles 
Argument, And that the reaſoning 
of the Apoſtle was thus underſtood 
by the converted Genules, 1s highly 
probable ; it being an Opinion colt» 
monly received among 4265 that 
union with their Gods.an d partagjn 
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of the very nature of thoſe Demons, 


| ro which the'Sacrifices were offered, 


was always the effect of cating of 
thoſe Skxcrifices that were offered to 
them. \'So that from this Diſcourſe 
of the Apoſtle,who aſlerts partaking 
of the Cup of 'Bleſting, to be com- 
mnnign of the blood of Chriſt, v.16. 
and cating of the Bread, communion 
of 'the body of Chriſt, thcre ſeems 
good grounds to conclude that eve- 
ry worthy Commnnicant, his parta- 
king of the Holy Sacrament, 1s not 
only a declarative Ad of a political 
imion with Chriſt, and all good Chri- 
Pans > bur likewiſe an effective 
means, by which a more immediate 
fpuitual union betwixt' Chriſt and 
his own Soul ts accompliſhed.

Secondly, The vital Influence: and 
ſaving Graces of God's holy Spj- 
rit, are both conveyed unto geod 
Chriſtians, and cherifhed in them, 
and their ſpiritual Life preſerved by 
a due participation of the Lords 
Supper. As every member of the 
Body natural neceſlarily requires a 
Union with the Body ; and bei 
divided from, or deprived. of thoſe 
Spirits that animate the whole Body, 
does certainly periſh, and loſe its na- 
tnral Life: ſo it is in the Body myſt- 
cal, if a Member be not united to it, 
or be deprived of the Graces that 
mfluence and animate that Body;

Now theſe being the 
ends for which theſe holy Rites were 
laſtituted 3 he that;at Baptifm is ad- 
mitted into this Covenant by virtue 
of” a Promiſe (made by others m his 
Name) to obſerve the Conditions of 
it: It he refuſe when he comes of 
Age to ratifie this Covenant, and

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ligation to perform the Conditions 
it requires 3 he has-no more reaſon 
to expect the Benefits of this Cove- 
nant, than Minors to expect the ad- 
vantage of a'Contra& made for them 
by their Guardians, which them- 
felves,come to Age,refnſe to confirm, 
Therefore ſuch Perſons as wilfully 
refafe to come to the Lord's Table, 
and thereby perſonally to own them- 
ſelves obliged to perform the Con- 
ditions required on man's part 1n the 
Covenant of Grace, ought to be 
looked upon as ſuch as do renounce 
that Covenant, and all the Benefits 
of their Chriſtianity, and . have no 
more reaſon to expet&t advantage 
from the Goſpel Covenant , than 
from any other Contra& m which 
they are not concerned. But be- 
cauſe this is a Danger little regarded, 
becauſe litthe underftood, and this 
Argument cannot be urged too far, 
or made too plain ; pardon me there- 
fore, if I take leave to explain it by 
asking 
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asking a Queftion or two that may 
make the thing more plain. Suppoſe 
a lawful Government ſhould contrive 
a ſolemn Leagne and Covenant, and 
enjoin every one to take that Cove- 
nant that did expect the benefits and 
protection of that Government, and 
command that Parents ſhould un- 
dertake for their Children during 
their Minority, but when grown to 
years of diſcretion, that then every 
Perſon ſhould come into a Court of 
Judicature, or a Congregation, and 
with lifted up hands perſonally en- 
gage to obſerve the conditions of 
that Covenant ; now ſuppofe ſome 
Perſons born whilſt this was a 
Law of the Kingdom, and in Obe- 
dience to that Law, their Parents 
undertook for them durmg their Mi- 
nority 3 yet when grown up to be 
Men, thefe Perſons would by no 
means be prevailed upon to come 
perſonally and promiſe to obſerve 


it but tho the Magiſtrate comman- 
ded, 
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ded, and the Miniſter invited, yet 
ſtill refnſed : let me ask now whes 
ther the promiſe made by their Pa- 
rents 1n their behalt, be enough to 
intitle them to the benefits of the 
Covenant ; cr rather, whether this 
refuſal in their own perſons, to take 
this Covenant, be not a juſt reaſon 
for all men to conclude, thcy expet 
no manner of Advantage trom:, 
but that they totally renounce 1t,and 
all the benefits thereot ?

Refuſers utterly incapable of the 
bleſſing of Chriſtianity, and all the 
merit and mercies of a Saviour, and 
puts them 1n as bad, it not a worſe 
ſtate than ſome honeſt Pagans arein 3 
it being better notto know, than to 
know, and yet to deſpiſe the mer- 
cies of a Saviour. Again, there 
was a Covenant betwimxt God, and 
the People of I1/rael, this Cove- 
nant was confirmed to them by 
a Sacrifice, Exod. 24. ver. 8. But 
when any Proſelyte was admitted 
nto that Church, before he could 
have any right to the benefits of that 
Covenant, there was required a Sa- 
cifice from him, which was called

Now becaule 'tis no 
poſſible that this Sacrifice ſhould 
repeated 3 for Chriſt can dieno mor 
nor 1s it neceſlary that it ſhould b 
repeated, becauſe as the Apot 
ſpeaks, Heb, 10. 12, 14, 18. This Mt 
after he had offered one Sacrifice f 
ſens for ever / at down on the right han 
of God, and by one offering, hath per 
feed for ever them that are ſanTifies 
and where there is remilſton, there isn 
more offering for ſin. Theretore wha 
remains 
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remains, 1s, that there ſhould be a 
ſecond kind of Sacrifice among Chri- 
ſtians, to anſwer to the Applicatory 
Sacrifice among the Jews; and this 
can be no other thaiz that Euchari- 
ſtical tederal Sacrifice, by which the 
merit and efficacy of the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt, 1s applied to every Chriſtian 
and the Covenant made with all, is 
ratified with every ſingle Believer. 
Fifthly, Beſides all this, _. 
how great a diſhonour is ne. ” 
it to our Saviour, and his 
Goſpel, to imagine, that He who 
came on purpoſe to redeem us from 
the Jewiſh Yoak, and give us ſuch a 
Religion as might be a reaſonable 
Service, ſhould ever appoint this as 
a ſtanding and perpetual Duty, it 
he did not think it neceſlary to Sal- 
vation ? And that the Apoſtles, the 
Primitive Chriſtians, and all Chri-

tho an ordinary means of Salvation, 
1s as manifeſt as their uſage of it, or 
as that there 1s the face of a Chriſtian 
Church in the World. 

Sixthly, And it any ſtreſs may be 
put on a Parable, from the Sentence 
pronounced on thoſe that made ex- 
cuſes for not coming to the Wed- 
ding Feaſt, 'tis manifeſt our Saviour 
intended that this Sacrament ſhould 
be thought thus neceſſary : And that 
he will pronounce them unworthy 
to taſt of his Supper, that will not 
come when they are bidden. And 
certainly, the only reaſon of that 
dreaatul Sentence againſt him that 
came 1n to the Feaſt without a Wed- 


ding Garment, was the very ſamef 


Offence that rhey are charged with- 
all, that did neglect it 3 that 1s, he 
was unworthy ro taſt of his Supper: 
And if the gnile be the ſame in the 
negligent and the unworthy, the Ser- 
ence will certainly be the ſame too, 
Firnd them and caft them into utter 


darkneſs, 
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darkneſs. A great deal more might 
be faid on this ſubject ; but this is 
enough to all, but men wilfully 
blnd, and reſolved upon their 
ruine. 

Seventhly, It remains ,,,,-,. 
therefore that I beſeech commending 
every Chriſtian by the re- 49 Pprattice. 
gard to his own Soul, that whilſt he 
is careful not to intrade on the 
Lord's Supper, and come without a 
Wedding Garment, he be as carefl, 
leſt he injure his own Soul by his 
negle& thereof 3 and by his refuſal, 
provoke his Lord to that heavy Sen- 
tence, he is unworthy to taſt of ny Sup- 
per. Let no little excuſes ferve thy 
turn, but have a care leſt by ground- 
leſs ſcruples thou deſtroy that for 
which Chriſt dyed. Will a neat 
and well dreſſed Apology, for ne- 
glect of thy Clothes, keep thee warm 
without them! Or when thou art 
hnngry, canſt thon charm thy Appe- 
tite by magnifying the danger of a

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Surfeit ? and contentedly ſtarve thy 
ſelf for fear thou ſhouldſt dye with 
eating 2 And wilt thou be thus fa- 
vage and barbarous to thy own Soul, 
1n a thing that ſonearly concerns thy 
welfarez and refuſe the paſſionate 
Invitation of thy Lord, to the high- 
eſt and moſt myſterious union, even 


that by which thou art made one] ; 


with Chriſt 2 Wilt thou refuſe that 
Sacred Banquet God has provided at 
the price-of the Death and Sufferings 
of his eternal Son , and deſigned on 


purpoſe to ſeal thy pardon and peace? : 


Remember then as oft as thou art 
tempted to a negle& of this Duty, 


at once thou {lighteſt the higheſt In- | 


ſtance of a Saviours Love, and one 
of the greateſt Bleſſings that God 
vouchſated unto Mankind : Thou 
robbeſt thy ſelf of a Mercy, and dif- 
obeyeſt a Command, thy Saviour 
purchaſed and ſealed with his Blood. 
Therefore let every Chriſtian as he 
tenders his eternal welfare, as he re- 


gards 
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eards the Command and deareſt 
Pledge of a Saviour's Love, or the 
neceſſities of his own Soul, reſolve 
never to turn his Back on the Table 
of the Lord 3 but as often as thy 
Lord invites thee to this Table, and 
thou art beſeeched in Chriſt ſtead by 
thoſe that attend upon his Service, 
make no excuſes, but- come and be 
reconciled unto God. And now 
that he' who has appointed this re- 
membrance of hisCharity and Com- 
paſſion, and commanded us to come 
in; that his Table: may be filled, may 
accept thee, I ſhall enlarge to ſhew 
what preparation is requiſite tomake 
 adevout and worthy Communicant 
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Of Preparation for worthy re- 
ceiving the Lord's Supper.

I. A Holy Life is the beſt Prepara- 


tive,and he that lives asaChrti- 
ſtian onght to do, is always m__ 
re 
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red ; and therefore as we ought not 
to raſh upon the Communion Table, 
ſoit muſt be the care of fach Per- 
ſons as live ſtrictly, not to refrain the 
Sacrament, becauſe ſome unavoida- 
ble Bufines does ſometimes deny them 
a ſolemn opportunity to prepare 
themſelves. Let them be careful not 
to court ſuch Buſineſs as may be an 
hindrance, but they muſt be likewiſe 
{o, not to ſerve God with excuſes. 
Letthem remember that the Apoſtles 
communicated daily, the Primitive 
Chriſtians weekly, yet did not aban- 
don the World, nor renounce their 
lawful worldly Concerns, and that 
they were Men of like Paſſions with 
our ſelves. I ſay not this to diſcou- 
rage a ſolemn Preparation , for I 
think we cannot be too careful and 
ſerious in a. matter of ſo great. mo- 
ment and importance 3 but that by 
preſcribing Rules for Preparation, I 
may not lay a Snare for pious and 


well diſpoſed Perſons 3 nor be a 
M 3 means 
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have not ſo much time for Prepara- 
tion as they do wiſh for; butlet 
them reſolve their Scruples in our $4- 
viours Words, Ore ought to be done, 
but the other muſt not be left undone ; 
they muſt do their beſt to prepare 
themſelves, and get as convenient 
time as they can for it, but by no 
means onut the Duty of receiving: 
Having reſolved upon that, do all 
you can to get ſome time to retire 
trom the World, and then you may 
make uſe of the following, or any 
other Directions.

Muſt I be compelled 
to come m, that this Table may be 
filled > Why do I draw back? Why 
do 1 tremble to put my Hand in the 
Diſh 2 Why does mine, hke Belſhaz- 
zars hand, ſhake whilſt the Cup 1s 

M 4 there ? 
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there? Were all this the produd& of 
Humility 3 were it a ſenſe of thoſe 
Indignies with which T have ſo often 
abuſed the goodneſs and mercies of 
Heaven, I might ſtill hope better 
from the Impartial Maſter of the 
Feaft, than the harſh, but juſt Sen- 
tence of, Bind him Hand and Foot 


for atter Darkxeſs. But is it not ſome 


ſecret League with his avowed Foes, 
that pulls back my Hand from the 
Table of the holy Jeſus? Is it not 
ſome darling ſm, ſome flattering 
Luſt that keeps me back from the 
Altar of my God ? Have not I pur- 
ſued Vanity, and lifted my Hands 
to {trange Gods? And 1s it not this 
that ſtrikes Convullions there? Alas! 
this Trembling is the iflne of my
